CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

IN the senate, on the 22d, Washington's Fare- 
well Address was read by President Pro Tem. 
Manderson. Consideration of the sundry civil 
appropriations bill was concluded, after which 
the conference report on the army appropria- 
tion bill was agreed to and the consular and 
diplomatic bill was taken up. ....In the house 
the post office bill was passed, and the Indian 
appropriation bill was taken under considera- 
tion and discussed languidly for three hours. 

IN the senate, on the 23d, good progress was 
made in disposing of the necessary work of the 
session. The diplomatic and consular and the 
Military academy appropriation bills were 
passed, and the legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial bill, which appropriates about #22,000,000, 
was taken under consideration...... In the house 
consideration of the Indian appropriation bill 
was resumed. e 

IN the senate, on the 24th. the legislative ap- 
propriation bill being under consideration, the 
debate turned on the continuance in existence 
of the Utah commission, as recommended by 
the senate committee on appropriations, or its 
abolishment, as proposed by the house. The 
question was decided in favor of continuing the 
commission...... In the house the anti-option 
bill was again crowded out, the Indian appro- 
priation bill being taken up and considered, 
‘but without final disposition. The sundry civil 
appropriations bill was referred to the commit- 
tee of the whole. 

IN the senate, on the th, the legislative ap- 
propriation bill was passed with numerous 
amendments, and a conference requested. A 
motion to go into executive session was de- 
feated by the solid democratic, aided by four 
republican yotes...... In the house the sundry 
civil appropriations bill, with its 207 amend- 
ments, was taken up, but filibustering tactics 
were resorted to, and the bill went over without 
action. 

IN the senate, on the 27th. commendable prog- 
ress was made. The pension bill, carrying an 
appropriation of $167,500,000, was passed without 
amendment. Senator Colquitt made his first 
appearance for the season, and the day closed 
with the usual eulogies upon the late Senator 
Kenna, of West Virginia...... In the house the 
Indian appropriation bill was passed, the sun- 
dry civil appropriation bill was sent to confer- 
ence, and the senate amendment to the car- 
coupler bill was concurred in. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

Ir is stated that owing tothe ex- 
haustion attendant upon the audiences 
and other functions to which the pope 
has given assiduous attention dur- 
ing the jubilee celebration, his medical 
adviser has directed his holiness, as a 
matter of precaution, to remain in his 
apartments for awhile, and audiences 
are for the present postponed. 

Mr. McPuHerson, probably with a 
view to enlightening the next congress 
upon the subject of tariff legislation, 
introduced in the senate, on the 24th, a 
resolution directing the finance com- 
mittee to ascertain, during the recess 
of congress, the effect of the tariff 
Jaws upon imports and exports; upon 
the growth, development and prices of 
agricultural and manufacturing arti- 
cles at home and abroad, and upon 
wages. 

On the 24th Mr. Harter, of Ohio, in- 
troduced in the house a bill to provide 
for the free coinage of silver and gold 
at the present ratio and upon equal 
terms. 

Kine GrorGr Trnov of the Tonga 
islands is reported dead. 

On the 25th the will of the late Oliver 
Burr Jennings, of New York, was filed 
for probate in the Fairfield (Conn.) 
probate court. The entire estate, 
amounting to fully $10,000,000, is left 
to the family. 

R. L. WALKER, of Youngstown, O., 
denies the report that he carried a 
tontine life insurance policy for the 
benefit of Gov. McKinley. 

On the 27th Queen Victoria and her 
daughters, the German empress dow- 
ager and Princess Beatrice, arrived at 
Buckingham palace. 

Gen. Jonun C. NEw, consul-general at 
London, will leave the consulship on 
May 15. ‘ 

PosTMASTER AND EX-MAyYOoR THOMAS 
N. Hart of Boston announces that he 
is a candidate for the republican nom- 
ination for governor of Massachusetts. 

On the 27th Dr. Henry Wheatland, 
for many years president of the Essex 
institute, at Salem, Mass., died, aged 81. 
Dr. Wheatland was superintendent of 
the museum of the East Indian society 
from 1837 to 1848, and a trustee of the 
Peabody academy of science and of the 
Peabody museum of American arche- 
ology and ethnology at Cambridge, 
Mass. 

On the 27th the court of claims ren- 
dered a decision in the case of D. G. 
Swaim, late judge advocate general of 
the army, vs. the United States, for the 
recovery of half his pay for a period of 
twelve years, adverse to Gen. Swaim. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

GrorcE, the 4-year-old son of Otto- 
Laabs, a prominent miller at Oshkosh, 
Wis., was fatally burned on the 23d. 
The little fellow was playing around 
the stove, when his clothing accident- 
ally became ignited. His mother was 
terribly burned about her arms and 
body in trying toextinguish the flames, 
and may also die. 

At San Francisco, on the 24th, John 
W. Mackay,the bonanza king, was shot 
in the back by an old man named W. 
C. Ripley, who then shot and fatally 
wounded himself. Mr. Mackay’s wound 
was not thought to be mortal. 

On the 24th Porter L. E. Smith, pay 
ing teller of the First National bank of 
Wilmington, Del, who confessed to 


the defalcation of $55,900, waived a 


hearing in the United States court at 
Wilmington, and was held under $20,- 
000 bail. 

Joun R. McFEx, aged 35, a member 
of the law firm of Pierce, Norton & 
McFee, of Indianapolis, who filed from 
that city on January 17, leaving bogus 
checks and other fraudulent paper to 
the amount of $12,000, was arrested ip 


Philadelphia on the 25th. 








NEAR Ekaterinoslav, Russia, while 
a peasant wedding party was crossing 
the Dnipper river, on the 25th, the ice 
broke, and two sledges, with ten per- 
sons, disappeared under the water. 
All were swept under the ice and 
drowned. 

BAvER and Knold, the anarchists 
convicted of conspiracy in connection 
with Bergman, who attempted to kill 
Henry C. Frick at Vittsburgh, Pa., 
some months ago, were sentenced, on 
the 25th, to five years’ imprisonment at 
hard labor in the Western Pennsyl- 
vania penitentiary. 

THE revenue cutter Washington, 
while entering the slip at the barge 
office at New York, on the 27th, was 
run into by annex boat No. 4 of the 
Pennsylvania road. The boat struck 
the cutter amidships and partially sunk 
her. Nobody was injured. 

On the 27th the factory building 811 
to 817 East Nineteenth street, New 
York, was destroyed by fire. It was 
occupied by William Rowland, a ship 
joiner, and H. & M. Hershaw,-bung 
makers. A model for a big steamer 
which was to have been exhibited at 
the World’s fair was destroyed. The 
loss on the building is €25,000 and on 
stock 250,000. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Business failures occurring through- 
out the country during the seven days 
ended on the 24th numbered for the 
United States 193, and for Canada 37, a 
total of 230, as compared with a total 
of 234 the previous week. Tor the cor- 
responding week of last year the figures 
were 270. 

Tue New York banks held $5,536,700 
in excess of requirements of the 25-per- 
cent. rule on the 25th. 

THE Portuguese cortes has approved 
the government proposal to grant am- 
nesty to all political prisoners. This 
will result in the liberation of the in- 
surgents who were condemned to exile 
and imprisonment for having been en- 
gaged in the Oporto outbreak of _Janu- 
ary and February, 1891. 

ON the 27th the steam barge George 
T. Burroughs, which was stuck fast in 
the ice in Lake Michigan 28 miles off 
Michigan City, Ind., was finally re- 
leased from her perilous position by 
two tugs and safely towed to Chicago. 

AN official of the Reading Coal and 
Iron Co. is authority for the statement 
that the various anthracite companies 
would make a reduction in the price of 
coal of from 25 to 50 cents on or about 
April 15. 

In Oldham, England, great suffering 
exists owing to the prolonged struggle 
between the master cotton spinners 
and the operatives. The number out 
of employment in Oldham alone is 34,- 
000, of whom thousands are destitute 
of food and fuel. 

Ir is stated that a new hospital is to 
be erected at Hudson and Jay streets, 
New York, toreplace what is known as 
the Chambers-street branch of the New 
York hospital. The new building will 
cost over $1,000,000. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS, 





TueEne is great excitement at Ellen- 
burg, Wash., where itis reported a valu- 
able gold vein has been struck. It is 
said to be a rich strike, bringing $29,- 
000 a ton. 

A pUEL was fought in Texas, near 
the Louisiana line, on the 28th, between 
Editor Chevis, of Baton Rouge, and 
Editor Hicks, of Shreveport. Pistols 
were used at fifteen paces. After an 
exchange of shots, in which no one was 
hurt, a full reconciliation was effected. 

Monry continues tight in Mexico. 
Good mortgages command 9 and 10 per 
cent. Coffee bills are beginning to be 
sold there, but this will not give any 
permanent ease to the money market. 

Tne additional sum of $300,000 has 
been appropriated by the New York 
Senate to World’s Fair purposes. 

Tur bill to provide for an exhibit of 
the resources of Arkansas at the Worlds 
Fair, and appropriating $30,000 for this 
purpose, was defeated in the House on 
the 28th by a vote of 53 ayes to 86 nays, 
a two-thirds vote being required for its 
passage. 

A party of Americans has just com- 
pleted a trip on horseback from Tram- 
pico to Vera Cruz along the shores of 
the Gulf of Mexico for the purpose of 
examining the asphaltum deposits, and 
have seoured several deposits, intend- 
ing to develop the same immediately. 

Ture movement to form aleather trust 
has at last taken definite shape, and 
nearly every tannery has agreed to go 
into the combine. 

SENATOR CoLQquiTT, of Georgia, half

WASHINGTON, Feb.’ 28.—Vice-Presi- 

Tent Levi P. Morton was honored last 
night as none of his predecessors have 
been. The entire senate, without dis- 
tinction of party, united in tendering a 
complimentary dinner and in giving 
testimony to the admirable manner in 
which he has presided over the delib- 
erations of the upper chamber of con- 
gress for the past four years. 

The banquet, which was held m the 
beautiful dining hall of the Arlington, 
was the best that skill and taste could 
supply, the decorations most effective

and the company as distinguished as 
could well be, inasmuch as scarcely a 
senator of prominence was absent. 
Among the other guests who partici- 
pated in the proceedings were ex-Sen- 
ators William M. Evarts and L. W. 
Palmer, Gen. Alger, Mr. Frank Hatton, 
Mr. P. V. DeGraw, Mr. H. L. West and 
Mr. H. C. Clarke. 

Senator Manderson, who is president 
pro .tem. of the senate, acted as toast 
master, and his ready wit and graceful 
repartee never once permitted the pro- 
ceedings to flag. 

Messrs. Hale, Cockrell, Evarts, Vilas 
and other orators were fully equal to 
the occasion. The guest of the even- 
ing, the vice-president responded as 
follows: ‘‘There are events in the life 
of every man that stand out with some 
prominence, and make such imprints 
upon him that an indelible impression 
remains while memory holds its seat. 
This o®casion, so flattering to me, the 
speeches so complimentary, your greet- 
ingind the hearty good will expressed 
in such pleasing forin, shall ‘ever live 
within the book and volume of my 
brain unmixt with baser matter.’ 

“Four years ago, I came, through 
the suffrages .of citizens of this great 
republic, to the high plhce the main 
duty of which is to preside over the de- 
liberative body recognized as the high- 
est in the world, of which you, the rep- 
resentatives of forty-four sovereign 
states, forming one powerful nation, 
are members. I brought to the posi- 
tion very limited experience and but 
little knowledge of parliamentary law, 
for the lines of my life had been cast 
in places where such knowledge is not 
to be acquired. I felt the full force 


of my _ shortcomings, but relied 
with trusting confidence upon 
that gentle forbearance that has 


ever characterized the senate of the 
United States. Experience has shown 
that my trust had abundant founda- 
tion. That I have served the senate 
acceptably, and I am fain to believe so, 
from the earnest recognition you have 
given me here and elsewhere, has been 
because of the generous and unselfish 
support received by me from all mem- 
bers of the body without distinction of 
parties, without bias from political 
affiliations. 

*“T would be lacking in the common 
sensibilitics did I not feel overwhelmed 
with gratitude and express in the 
strongest words that my tongue (too 
feeble to express the full emotions of 
my heart) is capable of forming, the 
thanks, the sincere and hearty thanks, 
with which I acknowledge the compli- 
ment so generously paid me. - 

“Iam greatly beholden, also, to the 
efficient officers and employes of the 
senate, who, smoothing my way, have 
been the guides along a parliamentary 
path by me unexplored and over many 
a rugged road to me unknown. 

“The distinguished gentleman who 
will in a few days succeed me has 
cause for congratulation, and at the 
end of his service will have like occa- 
sion for satisfaction that the support 
and countenance ever accorded to its 
presiding officer by the senate will be 
his, rendering the performance of a 
grave and important duty a pleasant 
and attractive function.” 

Mr. Morton closed by a graceful allu- 
sion to the retiring president, of whom 
he said: 

“In a few days there will pass to 
private life, the man who won distinc- 
tion as a soldier in the period of war 
and lasting renown as a civilian in 
time of peace. A patriotic citizen, a 
safe counsellor, a thorough statesman, 
a wise ruler, the name of Benjamin 
Harrison will shine brighter with the 
light that comes with every passing 
year.”

LIFE-SAVERS LOST. 


A Volunteer Crew of a Massachusetts 
Humane Society Boat Al! Diowned but 
One In an Endeavor to Rescne the Crew 
of a Stranded Vessel Off Cattyhunk— 
Tho Vessel’s Crew Saved. 

New Beprorp, Mass., Feb. 26.—At a 
late hour last evening news was re- 
ceived of a terrible disaster off Cutty- 
hunk, one of the Elizabeth islands 
separating Buzzard’s bay from Vine- 
yard sound. ‘The steamer Volunteer 
which arrived from the islands, had on 
board Capt. Bosworth, of the govern- 
ment life-saving station, who said 
that about 8 o’clock last evening Willie 
E. Isener, son of the light-keeper at 
the westend of the island, saw the 
lights of a vessel off Sow and Pigs 
reef. This report was soon verified, 
and it was ascertained in a short time 
that a vessel had struck. The boat 
belonging to the Massachusetts Hu- 
mane society was got out and a volun- 
teer company of six men put off in her 
despite the heavy sea and the warnings 
of the captain of the life saving sta- 
tion. They had a long, bard and dan- 
gerous pull amid the angry waves 
which threatened every moment to 
engulf them, but at last succeeded in 
getting under the lee of the vessel. A 
rope was thrown tothe boat, but just 
as a landing was about to be effected a 
great wave capsized the boat, and in 
an instant the men were struggling in 
the ice-cold water. One of the men, 
Joseph Milton, caught a rope thrown 
and was drawn on board the vessel, 
but the others were all drowned. They 
were Capt. T. Aiken, Jr.. I. H. Tilton, 
Hiram Jackson, William Brightman 
and Fred Aiken. A rope was thrown 
to Capt. Aiken, which he caught and 
tied around himself three times, but it 
slipped off and he was lost. All the 
men but Brightman lived on the island. 
Capt. Aiken leaves a wife and seven 
children; Jackson a wife and three chil- 
dren, and Tilton a wife and two chil- 
dren. Communication was subsequently 
established with the island, and it was 
ascertained that the crew were all lost 
but one. 

‘The wrecked vessel was ascertained 
to be the brig Sagua, laden with sugar, 
bound for Boston. It is thought the 
brig will be lost, as the wind was to the 
southward and a heavy swell was on. 
The captain and the crew were landed 
on Cuttyhunk, where their temporary 
wants were supplied. 

The body of Fred Aiken was washed 
ashore yesterday morning. 


A GEORGIA TRAGEDY. 











Miss Julia Force, of Atlanta, Ga., Be- 
lieved to be Insave, Kills Her Two 
Sisters and Then Calmly Walks to the 
Police Station and Gives Herself Up. 
ATLANTA, Ga,, Feb. 26.—Yesterday 

afternoon a few minutes before 2 
o’clock, Miss Julia Force, 28 years of 
age, shot and killed her two sisters, 
Florence, 80 years of age, and Minnie, 
25 years of age. She then walked to 
the police station and gave herself up, 
saying she had committed a crime and 
desired protection. It is believed that 
the woman is insane. She has been 
considered not responsible and had fre- 
quently threatened to kill members 
of her family. She said that she has 
for a year been writing out a state- 
ment of the family troubles and had 
just completed it. 

To- day, when her mother was ab- 
sent from the house, she sent the ser- 
vants outon errands, then going to 
the room where her sister Florence was 
in bed, she placed a pistol to her right 
temple and shot her dead. Going to 
the kitchen where her other sister was, 
she shot herinthesamemanner. None 
of the neighbors heard the shots. Miss 
Florence calmly locked the door and 
went to the police station as described. 
The bodies of the two women were found 
by a brother, to whom she sent a mes- 
sage to the effect that her sister Flor- 
ence was worse. In response he went 
home to find the bodies of his dead 
sisters. 





The Indian Massacre of Sorrow Island. 

Victoria, B. C., Feb. 27.—S. O’Brien, 
just down from Rivor’s inlet, states 
that the Indians massacred at Sorrow 
Island, were of the Owekano tribe and 
not of the Kamsquits, as previously re- 
ported. 

The Owekanos claim that when they 
reported the matter to the Indian 
agent he took no action, but said they 
had been drinking and that the mas- 
sacres existed only in their imagina- 
tion. The Owekanos have since held a 
council of war and decided to investi- 
gate the matter themselves. On Jan- 
uary 16 fifty warriors left Sorrow is- 
land in canoes and if the facts are 
verified a war of extermination will be 
commenced against the Kitkalkans 
and in this the Owekanos have been 
promised assistance by the Bellacall 
and Bella Indians.

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


Ten Persons Killed by a Falling Wall in 
Chicago, which Crashed an Adjoiuing 
Bullding Occupied by Two Families— 
The Fall Suceeeded by Fire, and thé. 
Work of Recovering the Bodies Kes 
tarded Thereby. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—At 1:30 o'clock” 
this morning the wall of a building 
which was lately burned at 767 Halsted 
Street, was blown down. It fell upon a, 
two-story brick building at 765 Halsted 
street occupied by the families of John’ 
Smith, a saloonkeeper, and James 
Kunze, a@ jeweler. Ten people were 
killed by the falling wall. They are: 
John Smith. 
Dollie Smith. 
His daughter, 13 years of age. 
“Babe” Smith, son, 10 years of age. 
Hattie Smith, daughter, 4 years of 
age. , 

Pauline ——, domestic in the Smith 
family. 

James Kunze. 

Mrs. James Kunze. 

Son of James Kunze, 21 years of age. 

The buiiding which collapsed wag 
owned by John York, a large dealer in 
dry goods, and was destroyed by fire a 
few weeks ago. It was five stories 
high, nearly 150 feet deep and has w& 
heavy front ot white stone. York 
began to rebuild immediately afte¥ 
the fire, and as not all th 
walls were down he had built the 
new wall on the top of what remained 
of the old one. It is supposed that the 
green wall was not sufficiently braced, 
although York said to-night that both 
the contractor and himself believed it 
to be entirely secure. When the buildé 
ing fell the ruins caught fire 
from the stoves and it began to 
blaze furiously. The efforts of the 
fire department were enough to 
extinguish the blaze without much 
difficulty, and the work of rescue was 
begun. The tiremen, under the direc- 
tion of Chief Swenie, kept pouring 4 
steady stream of water upon the ruins 
and the police began hastily to 
dig into the debris. The Kunze family 
occupied the upper portion of the build- 
ing and the first body taken out 
was that of Mrs. Kunze, whose head 
had been crushed by a falling beam. 
Close beside her. lay the body of her 
husband, his white night clothes dyed 
red with the life blood that had flowed 
from a dozen fearful cuts’ in 
his head and body. The body 
of young Kunze was found shortly 
after, and then the flames broke out 
once more, and the police were com- 
peled to give way until Swenie and his 
men, who, by this time were largely 
re-enforced, had made it possible for 
them to proceed. 





ALL QUIET AT COAL CREEK. 





No Foundation In Fact for Sensational 
Rumors of Impending Trouble in the 
Tennessee Mining Regions. 

KNoxvitur, Tenn., Feb. 28.—After 
spending the entire day in the mining 
regions, the United Jl’ress_ reporter 
finds that there is nothing whatever to 
justify the reports sent out from Nash- 
ville that an outbreak is imminent at 
Coal Creek. The miners are at work 
making good wages and are apparently 
satisfied. 

The reports started from a meeting 
of the Knights of Labor at Briceville 
last Saturday, at which eighty out of a 
total membership of 1,309 in the district 
were present. ‘They resolved to turn 
the convicts loose if the militia is re- 
moved, otherwise to keep quiet. The 
soldiers will remain at Coal Creek and 
Big Mountain indefinitely, unless re- 
moved by special act of the legislature. 
Many of the wild rumors sent out from 
time to time are inspired by those who 
sxe interested in keeping a standing 
army in the mining regions.

THE NEGRO CONFERENCE 
AT TUSKEGEE. 








€hort Synopsis of the Pro- 
ceedings by Rev. A. W. 
cKinney. 


Tuskegee isthe county town of 
Macon Co., and, is situated forty 
miles South Kast of Montgomery. 
The country around is high sandy 
and almost barren: Only here and 
there can be seen a few scrubby pines 
and black jacks while the soil seems 
too poor to bring cow peas. 

The town itself seems antiquated, 
and looks as though it had net had a 
new idea since the war. But how 
differently one is impressed when 
he entersthe Campus of Tuskegee 
Normal School! 

Here everything is new; indeed, 
the school is larger than the town. 
The school is a New England in 
Embryo; and the ideas, thoughts, 
and life ofall the country for miles 
around will one day take form and 
permanence from this school. At7 
o’clock p.m. on Monday we assem 
bled in the chapel to hear music 
from the students and addresses from 
yisitors, 

There were present several distin- 
guish gentlemen; amoung them were 
Mr. Bugby representing the Chicago 
Inter Ocean and Mr. Hollowell, from 
Boston, Mass. 

The music and addresses were of 
ah'gh order. Miss Hal ie Q, Brown 
was called upon to render the “Black 
Phalanx,” which she did with happy 
effect. . 

Tuesday morning at nine o'clock 
it seemed that every colored farmer 
in Macon county, was upon the 
ground ready for the conference. 
The chapel was not large enough to 
seat the vast crowd, even standing 
room was a premium. Pres, Washing 
ton called the meeting to order, and 
Rev. Geeter offered prayer. After 
stating in a general way the object 
of the meeeting the President ap-— 
pointed two committees;une on nom- 
iuations of officers and one on resolu- 
tions. While the committees were

He 
told them to discard the use of whisk- 
ey, and apply their earnings to 
building up homes, He asked all “to 
raise their hands who have to buy 
pork, “up went 200 jhands” now, 
said he, “All who buy whiskey raise 
your hands” none were raised.

At this §poiut the resolutions were 
introduced and the balance of the 
day was spent in discussing them.

The audience applauded uproar. 
ously, and tendered her a vote of 
thanks for the excellent speech. 
Auother said; our people are look - 
ing for better teach:rs. Those who 
drink whiskey are not wanted. 

The conference ordered that a few 
minutes be allowed the women pres~ 
ent to tel] whether in their judgment 
the colored men were increasiag in 
their respect for colored women. 
Several spoke and the general tenor 
was that among the older men there 
was no need for complaint, but on 
part the younger men there was 
quite a noticeable lack of due respect 
to women. 

One lady said that drinking of 
whiskey was the cause of tois want 
in the young men but she had observ- 
ed that the educated young men 
were more respectful ,to women, 
Forty two persons present, out of 
about four hundred owned their 
homes, and thirty-eight of these 
were mr gaged. The question was 
raised asto how many had houses 
with more than one room, Quitea 
number had, but one delegate re- 
ported thirteen in family and only 
one room. 

On this information old father 
Mitchell arose and denounéed that 
man as an immoral, ‘‘any man,” 
said he, “who will hab thirteen fami 
ly isimmoral.” (great laughter.) He 
understood the president to say that 
the man had thirteen families.

The Old Ways Tnat Are Now Fast 
- Being Discarded. 


MR. MORTON'S RECEPTION 


To the Vice President-elect Was Some- 
thing Entirely Out of the Old 
Li.c--Harrison’s Last Levee 
at the White House. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The recep- 
tion tendered by Vice President and 
Mrs. Morton to Mr. and Mrs. Stevenson 
at their residence on Scott Circle, 
marked another deviation by Mr. Mor- 
ton from the traditions surrounding his 
position. It was an unprecedented 
thing for an outgoing vice president to 
bestow any recognition, official or so- 
cial, upon his successor, as the exchange 
of such compliments has heretofore 
been confined to occupants of the presi- 
dential chair, but when the cards were 
issued giving notification of the vice 
president’s intention thus to honor his 
successor, it was felt to be a gracious 
and proper courtesy. 

But the inspiration of the affair was 
more than purely official. 

Mr. Morton had served in the house 
of representatives of the forty-sixth 
congress with Mr. Stevenson, and ever 
since, there had existed between them 
sincere and mutual esteem and regard. 
In anticipation of the event Mr. Morton's 
elegant mansion had been decorated 
with palms, ferns, foilage, plants and 
cut flowers. 

Mr. and Mrs. Morton received their 
guests in the doorway separating the 
parlor from the corridor, out of which 
rises a grand staircase and which occu- 

ied the center of the west end of the 

ouse. At their side stood Mr. and 
Mrs. Stevenson, to whom the passing 
throng were introduced in turn by the 
host. 

It was a distinguished and representa- 
tive gathering that greeted the new offi- 
cial and his wife. The invitations num- 
bered 600 and but few of the recipients 
failed to respond in person, but there 
was no crush to interfere with the full 
enjoyment of the event by all present. 
There were inembers of the senate al- 
most en masse. with whom Mr. Steven- 
son will be so intimately associated the 
next four years; membersof the cabinet, 
assistant secretaries of departments, 
heads of bureaus, the New York and 
Illinois delegations in the house of rep- 
resentatives, justices of the supreme 
court of the United States and of the 
District of Columbia and the court of 
claims, the diplomatic corps in all the 
brilliancy of the insignia of their sev- 
eral orders and heads of army and navy 
departments, anda good sprinkling of 
subordinate officers. 

In addition to the official guests Vice 
President Mrs. Morton presented to Mr. 
and Mrs. Stevenson a large number of 
their personal friends. 

During the evening admirable musi- 
cal selections were rendered by the fa- 
mous Marine Band under its new lead- 
er, Professor Fanciulli, and an elegant 
collation was served in the dining room. 
Among the guests were members of 
Mr. Stevenson’s party, who accoimpa- 
nied him from Bloomington, including 
his son and daughters. 

Mr. 
held in the afternoon, was the largest 
public function of this character, in 
point of attendance, he has held since 
the first few days of his term as _presi- 
dent when many thousands of visitors 
crowded through the White House in 
the hope of seeing the new executive. 
For more than half an hour, the presi- 
dent shook hands with the throng that 
filled the east room, lobby and _ portico 
of the executive mansion, and it was 
only by taking advantage of a break in 
the line that he was enabled to make 
his escape from the hundreds that fol- 
lowed. It is estimated that 1,500 peo- 
ple passed the president and that half 
that number failed to get into the east 
roombefore he left.

law. Judge Simon- | 
ton’s decision is very exhaustive. The 
fotiowing is a summary of points made | 
by the complaint and the rulings of the 
court thereon: 

1. It is alleged that the state dispen- 
sury act is in violation to section 1, 
article 1, of the constitution of the! 
United States forbidding states without 
the consent of congress to levy any im- 
posts or duties on imports or ex-! 
ports except what may be absolutely 
necessary for executing its inspection 
laws. ‘The court rules that there is no 
provision of this act open to this objec- 
tion. 

2. That the act is in violation of sec- 
tion 2, article 4, and also the fourteenth 
amendment, which declares that noj 
state shall make and enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or 
immunities of citizens of the United 
States. The court declares that there is 
no inherent right in a citizen to sell in- 
toxicating liquors by retail; that the 
right to sell intoxicating liquors is not 
one of the rights growing out of citizen- 
ship of the United States. 

3. The complaint charges that the 
dispensary act is in violation of the fifth 
amendment of the constitution of the 
United States, which forbids the taking 
of property without due process of law, 
and the taking of private property for

public use without just compensation. 
To this the court rules that acts done in 
the proper exercise of governmental 
powers, and not directly encroaching 
on private property, although their cou- 
sequences inay impair its use, do not 
entitle the owners of such property to 
compensation from the state. That the 
destruction of property in the exercise 
of the police power of the state when 
such property is used in violation of the 
law in maintaining a public nuisance, 
is not taking of property for public use, 
and does not deprive the owner of it 
without due process of law. 

4, The complaint alleges that the law 
is in violation of the constitution of the 
state, which requires that every act or 
resolution shall relate to but one 
ject and that shail be expressed in its 
title. The court is very positive of its 
ruling on this subject. It says it isa 
settled principle of parliamentary law 
in this state that so long as theenactin » 
words remain in a bi!l it can beamendet 
tw any extent, even by striking out all 
up to the enacting words and by insert- 
ing other words asasnbstitute. The 
constitution does not require every 
word in an act to be read three separate 
times on three separate days. If it did 
nothing important ever became or can 
become a law. 

The complaint urges that the plain- 
tiffs are Italian subjects and are protect- 
ed by the treaty article 2, which gives 
them the liberty to travel in the states 
aud territories, to carry on trade whole- 
sale or retail, to hire and ocenpy houses 
and warehouses, etc., upon the same 
terms asthe natives of the country. 
Article 3 gives them constant protection 
and secures for their persons and prop- 
erty the same rights and privileges as 
are granted to the natives. 

Judge Simonton says under these ar- 
ticles the complainants have the same 
rights as citizens of the United States. 
Tt would be absurd to say that they bad 
greater rights. The right to sell intox- 
icating liquors is not a right ipherent in 
a citizen and is not one of the privileges 
of American citizenship. It is not in 
the protection of tue fourtee nth amend- 
ment. Itis within the police power, 
which is a right reserved by the state 
that hus not been delegated to the gen- 
eral government. In its lawfnl exercise 
the states are absolutely sovereign. 
Such exercise cannot be affected by any 
treaty stipulations.

Another “Gold Brick” Victim. 
Henry Davenport, a rather wealthy 
old farmer living near Knoxville, 
Tenn, has been roped in by bunco 
stecrers. 


The stranger who addressed him familiarly 
gave his name as Joseph Hines. Hines said he 
had fallen in with an Indian who was the sole 
owner of a gold mine in California.

S. E. Wilson was 
elected president; W. L. Robertson, 
treasurer, and Capt. J. J. Wilson, su- 
perintendent. Capt. Wilson has gone 
to Louisville and Cincinnati to pur- 
chase boats for the company. 





Cotton-Growers’ Convention. 
There were about seventy-five dele- 
gates present at the cotton-growers’ 
convention held at Memphis, Tenn. 
John S. Richardson. the prominent Louisiana 
planter, was called upon to preside. Atwood 
Viiett. of New Orleans, was in attendance to- 
gether with agriculture commissioners from 
Alabama and Louisiana. A resolution asking 
further reduction of cotton acrerge and diver- 
sification of crops was unanimously adopted. 
Statistics were quoted showing the benefit to 
the south of acreage reduction last season. A 
resolution favoring the anti-option bill came up, 
but was pigeon-holed and then dropped.

3$%-caliber revolver, with one chamber empty.

Hesays 
he remembers George Washington well, 
and at one time blackened his boots, for 
which he received thirty-five cents.
